The bill will restr'ct appeals to the 
|supreme court. It proposes that ap-

only by special leave of the provincial 
court of last resort. Prov'sion 1s made 
also fér appeals from courts other 
than provincial courts of ‘ast resort, 
But such appeals w'!l be by leave of 
the final court in the province.

Toronto Matl and Empire: 

Recurring frequently of late; 
velled threats by American business 
men and politicians that coal supplies 
to Canada may be shut off should 
awaken this country to the need of 
developing home production. Canada 
{s not deficient in coal. In fact, we 
have quantities estimated at one-sixth 
of the world’s supply. But our known 
coal 1s nearly all bituminous, and it 
is located chiefly at the two extremi- 
tles, Coal may fe found in large 
quantities in the Hudson's Bay 
region. 


000 worth of coal from the United 
States, which 1s a considerable tn- 
Crease. At the same time, domestic 
production decreased from 14,435,000 
tons in 1917 to 18,714,000 tons. The 
tonnage imported from the United 
States, 21,000,000, was approximately 
61 per cent. of our consumption. This 
dependence seems unnecessary. Pre- 
mier Stewart, of Alberta, declared re- 
cently his government would try to 


| get special rates on coal to Ontario. 


Last year 308 tons of Alberta coal 
were sold in this province, but the 
is practically impossible 
under present conditions. Yet the 
Alberta mines are closed elx or seven 
months of the year owing to lack of 
demand. Why should not the govern- 
ment adopt the suggestion of buying 
in an immense quantity of coal !n the 
summer, and storing {t for resale, thus 
keeping the mines equally busy 
throughout the year? It js useless, 
under the present cost of living, to | 
expect the maés of consumers always 
to lay in coal in hot weather. Heads | 
of families, earning a moderate wage, | 
simply cannot do it. The manage- 
ment of the larger aapect of coal 
movement is becoming a government 
problem, It is expected that briquettes 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan coal 
will be available in ‘Winnipeg next. 
winter at a price of about $9 a ton. 
The briquetting plant on which the | 
government is spending $400,000 will! 
have a capacity of about 30,000 tons 
per annum, and 390 such plants 
would be required to satisfy full wes- 
tern requirements. But if the demang 
for coal] were sufficient, and the rates 
cut down—the railways being allowed 
an equivalent increase on duxurites, 
for instance—private capital might 
assist in the development. 

The quantity of anthracite shipped 
from the east to Manitoba each year 
!s a large addition to our import coal 
bill. Anthracite thas qualities for | 
domestic heating that perhaps cannot 
be gdound in lignite briquettes, but | 
Alberta and Saskatchewan buildings | 
heated with home coal are kept warm | 
and the problem 1a one of adapting | 
heating apparatus for the use of eoft 
coal. In any circumstances, the pres- 
ent anthracite flelds in the United 
States will be exhausted In another 
generation or two, and then this 
country's fmmense supplies of soft 
coal will give it equal footing with 
the United States. We may as well 
take time now to have this coal pro- 
duction business eet right.

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Divorce And Publicity. 


Are the newspapers to be for- 
bidden to report divorce cases? 
They are if a bill now before the 
Senate goes through without 
amendment. One clause in the bill 
provides that— } : 

“‘No report of any suit to dis- 
solve a marriage or to annul a 
marriage, or of the proceedings or 
any part of the procedings in any 
suit, shall be published until after 
the final determination of the suit 
unless the judge or court before 
whom the suit is heard or proceed- 
ings is had orders such publica- 
tion; and after such final deter- 
mination no such report shall be 
published without the epproval of 
the said judge or court,’’ and 
‘everyone who violates any provi- 
sion of this section shall be guilty 
of contempt of court, and upon 
conviction thereof before the court 
shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars and costs, 
or to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding three months, or to both 
such fine and such imprisonment.”’ 

As the courts of the western 
provinces now grant divorce, the 
effect of this clause would be‘ de- 
prive the newspapers of a privir 
lege hitherto unquestioned, The 
proposal.is radical, and that it is 
either necessary or expedient is 
not apparent. 

What is evidently aimed at is to 
prevent Canadian newspapers 
turning their columns into social 
sewers and pouring. into them the 
detailed scandals recounted in the 


evidence brought before the cour'‘s. 


That object is entirely: proper, and 
it will have quite as warm sup 
port in the newspaper offices as it 
can have among the readers. Cana- 
dian newspapers do not aspire to 
perform the function of domestic 
scavengers, That is proven by 
the fact ‘that they have not done 
so when they had the opportunity. 
The courts in this province have 
been granting divorces for months, 
but the newspapers have not been 
dishing up to, their readers the 
salacious details of the evidence. 
They have it fact, reported practi- 
cally nothing but lists of cases en- 
tered, and the decisions of the 
courts, with the briefest and least 
offensive intimation of the grounds 
upon which the actions were 
brought. In the other provinces 
the press seems to have taken the 
same sane and wholesome course. 
Tt cannot therefore be argued that 
the privilege of publication has to 
be withdrawn in order to curb a 
tendency toward indecency on the 
part of the newspapers, and to 
save the public morals from cor- 
ruption, 

If the suggestion were simply to 
forbid publication of the unsav- 
oury evidence that necessarily is 
produced in the divorce courts the 
clause would not be particularly 
objectionable. But it goes beyond 
that. The proposal ig ‘that even 
after a case has been concluded 
the finding of the court can not be 
published without the consent of 
the court. 

That the courts would refuse 
consent in such cases is not likely. 
But that a court should have pow- 
er to forbid publication of any de- 
cision it has given is a dangerous

give publicity to the findings of 
the courts is one of the essential 
conditions of freedom and justice, 
a condition which cannot be re- 
stricted without peril. We are a 
long way from the days of the 
Star Chamber, and any move to re- 
introduce that era is to be regard- 
ed with resolute hostility. 
Sympathy with the innocent 
party in the divorcee case may have 
had something to do with the 
framing of this proposed clause. 
It is one of the sad consequences 
of a domestie tragedy 
party who has been sinned against

to separation, But, so far fron 
that publicity injuring the unof- 
fending party, .it confers upon 
him or her the one Compensating 
advantage that is possible; it pro- 
claims the plaintiff’s innocence to 
the community. To that certificate 
of non-complicity. the sufferer is 
surely entitled. 

It should be tthe object of leg- 
islators and all others having to do 
with the question, and with the 
trend of public opinion, to dis- 
courage divorce; at least to re- 
frain from encouraging a move- 
ment toward ‘‘easy divoree.’’ The 
proposed restraint upon publicity 
would stimulate rather than chesk 
the drift of sentiment in that di- 
rection. If divorce could be secur- 
ed ‘‘on the quiet’’ there would 
likely be more applications for 
divorce; and the more common di- 
vorce becomes the more will be 
the tendency to regard the marital 
relation as 'terminable contract, 
and to demand such modification 
of the law as would permit sepa- 
ration upon grounds other than 
that of infidelity. An investigator 
of conditions in the United States 
declares that half the divorces 
granted in that, country are obtain- 
ed upon ‘‘trumped up’’ charges; 
many defendants preferring to ba 
loaded with undeserved odium 
rather than try to hold the plain- 
tiffs in a relationship that has 
grown irksome ‘to them. 

Public opinion determines the 
conditions upon which divorce 
shall be granted, and _ public 
opinion in Canada has thus far de- 
manded that divorce shall be ob- 
tainable only if infidelity is proven, 
To shut off the divorce court pro- 
ceedings from the knowledge of 
the public would paralyze the 
restraining influence that public 
opinion now holds upon those who 
would relax ‘the laws and make 
divorce possible upon frivolous 
grounds and trifling pretexts.

The lack of 
frost makes for early warmth, and 
with abundant moisture makes for 
early and vigorous growth. Al- 
though the seeding season is late 
the growing season is early and 
conditions are favorable.

THIRD SECTION 
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ALBERTA LEGISLATION 1920 


SYNOPSIS PREPARED BY JOHN D. HUNT, CLERK 
OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


The third eeasion of the fourth leg- 
elature of the province of Alberta 
ppened on February 17, and closed on 

pril 10. Very little time was spent 
ft the discussion of the speech from 
the throne or in debates of a party 
nature, the members appearing to be 
hnanimous in the resolve to make the 
pession a business one, to do the work 
required of them and to get away 
home. While there was not much 
legislation dealing with entirely new 

atters, that brought before the 
ouse was important, and received 
tareful consideration in committee, 


Among the new acts the first in im- 
portance ‘@ the Irrigation Districts 
Act, It provides for the formation of 
large areas in the southern part of 
the province, where the drought has 
been @ heavy set-back during the past 
tew years, into irrigation districts, 

Formation of a district may be 
started by Ming petition with the min- 
ister of public works signed by owners 
of at least one-half of the proposed 
area, and with the petition the report 
of an engineer that the scheme is 
feasible and a deposit sufficient to 
sover (preliminary expenses. After 
fue notice, if no substantial objection 
has been made in the opinion of the 
minister, he may have a yote taken 
on the scheme and for election of a 
board of trustees to act in the event 
of two-thirds of those voting being dn 
favor of going on, and the minister 
may by order form the lands des- 
orfhed in the petition into an irri- 
ration dietrict. While the local own- 
ers have all the powers necessary for 
the construction, maintenance and 
pperation of irrigation works the act 
further provides for an _ irrigation 
rouncil of one, two or threo , mem- 
pers to be appointed by the Heutenant 
governor in council, whose duty it 
shall be to advise every board upon 
the conduct of the affairs of its dis- 
rict and who may veto any act or 
rourse of conduct proposed (by the 


board. No money received from sale 
of debentures can be expended, no 
rate of assessment be effective, no 


sontract for th construction of any 
work be valiq until the same has re- 
relved the assent of the council, The 
rate of interest, the form of deben- 
tures and arrangements for their dis- 
pasal must be approved ‘ky the pro- 
vincial treasurer. The procedure in 
pases of default in debenture charges 
is drastic, and those who go into the 
scheme do so realizing that they must 
meet their obligations and not depend 
upon government assistance. 

The Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
Diatrict, which inchides 100,000 acres 
now, and more is being added to it, 
comes under a special act, the pro- 
visions of which are very similar (¢ 
those of the general act. 

‘he Water Users’ District Act sup- 
plements the Irrigation Act, and en- 
ebles local communities to elect three 
persons as a board of management to 
take water from the cana} controlled 
by an irrigation district, provide for 
Hts equitable distribution, for the mak- 
ing and repairing of ditches, for the 
imposing of an annual rate per acre 
en the area irrigated and generally 
tor the conduct of the business of the 
tenociation, 

Assistance Where Crop Failures 

Realizing the necessity of giving as- 


sistance to settlers dn crop fallure 
area Tho Municipal Districts Relief 
Act gtives a municipal council power 
to supply relief to residents from 
money borrowed on government guar 
antec, 


Under an act respecting advances 
for the purchase of feed and for as- 
sistance to farmers, provision is 
made for direct relief up to June 1 by 
advance of feed, hay, fodder, flour 
and any other commodity necessary 
for their sustenance. 

The Seed Grain Act, 1920, the act 
to empower municipal districts to 
borrow money on government guar- 
antee to suppiy seed grain to settlers, 
along with the Mortgagees’ Seed Grain 
Security Act, passed last year, elve 
ample opportunity for settlers to se- 
cure grain for seeding purposes. 

Telephones are dealt with by An 
Act to Authorize the Purchase by the 
Government of the Red Deer Tele- 
phones for the sum of $85,000, and iby 
power given to raise by loan the sum 
of $4,000,000 for the extension of the 
provincial telephone system. 

The possibility of having to take 
over the FE. D. & IB. C. rallway ts an- 
ticipated by an act giving the Heuten- 
ant governor in council authority to 
arrange with the company for the 
appointment of a receiver, upon the 
request of whom the government may 
borrow and expend up to $1,000,000 
for the purpose of improving the line, 
keeping it in repair and effectively 
operating it. A further sum up to 
$100,000 may be ‘borrowed and used 
for like purposes in the event of any 
other guaranteed railway making de- 
fault and being taken over iby the 
province. 

Chief Work in Amendments 

The chief work of the session out- 
side of the foregoing was amending 
acts already in force. A number of 
new acts were passed last year relat- 
{ng more especially to municipal and 
health matters, and in their adminis- 
tration during the year certain chan- 
ges were found advisable. 

Under the Municpal Hafl Insurance 
Act, insurers are required in their 
return to the secretary treasurer to 
state whether they want to insure for 
$6, $8 or $10 per acre, and if they do 
not do this they will only get $6 per 
acre in ;case of total loss. Hail in- 
demnity under the act {s exempt from 


gurnishment, attachment or execu- 
tion. 
The amendments to the Municipal 


District Act include payment to coun- 
cillors for fifteen days spent in laying 
out and inspecting municipal work, 
payment of expenses of members of 
the council on deputations to attend 
to matters affecting the district, the 


taking away of the power of the 
minister to dismiss a council, the 
posting of the yoters’ let in each 
division for that division only, the 


increasing of the maximum amount of 
grant or guarantee to a local doctor 
from $500 to \$2,000, complete pro- 
visions for the taking of lands for 
roads and fixing the compensation 
therefor, fixing by resolution trom 
time to time instead of by bylaw the 
places where and the persons with 
whom animals distrained may be 4m- 
pounded, providing that animals not 
released within ten days, instead of 
thirty, after last notice may be sold. 


Similar provisions in the (Municipal 
District Act, Town Act, Village Act, 
and Improvement District Act make 
the municipality Hable for due pro- 
vision for the relief of the poor and 
the care and treatment of the needy 
sick, including actual hospital ex- 
penses, except medical or surgical 
fees The municipal district assessor 
must asseus land by valuation in 1920 
and send a statement of the total 
assessment on completion thereof to 
the department of municipal affairs 
for equatization purposes, Forfeited 
lands may be gold, leased or otherwise 
dealt with iby municipalities without 
the approval of the minister. 
Power to Raise Revenues 

Villages and towns are given power 
to raise their revenue by assessment 
on land and by one or more of the 
following means: 

(a) By a tax on buildings and im- 
provements; (b) by a tax on all per- 
sons carrying on any trade, business 
or profession; (c) by a tax on per- 
sonal property. The ten per cent. 
maximum of rental value of premises 
as a business tax has been repealed, 
and the council of a village or town 
is given power to classify businesses, 
trades and professions and to levy 
different rates on different classes. A 
personal property tax may be im- 
posed by ibylaw carried by a majority 
vote instead of two-thirds as formerly. 

The rate in improvement districts 
for 1920 igs fixed at five cents per 
acre and for 1920 and annually there- 
after at five mills on the dollar of the 
assessed value. The fact that improve- 
ment districts have been made liable 
for their needy and sick and for the 


maintenance of their mental defect- 
ives calls for the higher levy. 
The father and mother are given 


equal parental rights as to the guard- 
janship, custody and control and es- 
tate of their infant children, 

The commissioner of provincial 
police may conscript the services of 
any municipal police or constables, 
and may assume the conduct of the 


investigation or prosecution of any 
crime in or in the vicinity of any 
municipality. 


Any contract for the sale of any 
automobile carries an implied war- 
ranty that repairs for same will be 
available for a period of five years 
from the date of sale at some place in 
the cities of Calgary and Edmonton. 

The Wolf Bounty Act has been re- 
pealed. 

Where taxes have been paid on sol- 
diers' exempted lands, instead of the 
amount belng retained to meet future 
levies, any surplus over taxes payable 
to date may be returned on request 
to the party entitled thereto. 

School Ordinance Amendments 

School ordinance amenaments pro- 
vide for election of trustees in rural 
districts by ballot, for expropriation 
of land for a teacher's residence, for 
calling a meeting of ratepayers at any 
fixed hour between two o'clock and 
seven o'clock p.m., and for the estab-

stitution.

Financial Acts 


The amendments to municipal finan- 
{cial acts are very important. The act 
to amend the Supplementary Revenue 
Tax Act, provides that the ‘tax for 
1920 1n eclties, towns and villages shall 
be one mill on the dollar of the as- 
sessed value of rateable land; and in 
municipal districts and improvement 
districts, four cents per acre, or such 
reduced rate as has been fixed by the 
tax commissioner. The holders of 
grazing leases shall pay a tax of one 
cent per ne 

In 1921 and anrually thereafter, the 
tax shall be two milla on the dollar 
of the equalized assessed value of all 
rateable lands in the province, sub- 
ject to a minimum tax of ten cents 
where the levy on any fract‘onal lot or 
quarter section would fail below that 
amount. Holders of grazing leases will 
continue to pay a tax of one cent per 
acre, 

or the purposes of this act, the as 
sessor in every city, town, village, 
municipal district and improvement 
district, must assess in 1920 by valua- 
tion and forward to the department of 
munieipal affairs, on completion of 
the. assessment, a statement of the 
total assessed value of the land tn 
every municipal unit in the province. 
This board shall commence work not 
later than the first day of May, 1920, 
and shall make its first report to the 
minister of municipal affairs, not 
later than the tenth day of January, 
1921, and the said report shall con- 
tain a schedule showing the total 
equalized assessed value, for the pur- 
poses of th'g act, of every municipal 
un't in the province. A subsequent re- 
port shall be made ‘by the Board on 
or before the tenth day of January, 
1926, and every fifth year thereafterr. 

Upon receipt of the report of the 
board, the minister will advise the 
secretary of each municipal unit of 
the amount of the equalized asseas- 
ment of such municipality, and the 
said amount shall be the local assess 
ed value of the said municipality for 
the current year. Upon advice from 
the minister of said amount In every 
case in which the board does not con- 
firm the total assessed value as re- 
ported to the department of municipal 
affairs by the assessor, it shall be the 
duty of the assessor immediately to 
proportionately ratse or lower the as- 
sessment of all lands within the dis- 
trict, so that the total value of the 
lands so ralsed or lowered shall be 
equal to the equalized assessment, s0 
fixed by the board; and the assessed 
value of all lands so determined shall 
subject to appeal, be ‘the values for 
any purpose, under any act whatso- 
ever, requiring the taxation of land, 
according to value. Provided,—that 
where there js an increased loeal-as- 
sessment in any year in any rural 
unit, caused by more land coming un- 
der assessment after equalization by 
the board, the assessed value of such 
land ag fixed by the assessor, shall 
until the next equalized assessment by 
the beard, be udded to the total cqual- 
ized assessment of such unit, as last 
fixed by the board; and the assess- 
ment of any land formerly assessed, 
that has ceased to be assessable, shal! 
be taken from the total equalized as- 
sessment, and the total thus obtained 
shall be the total equalized assessment 
for the year, and shall be taxed at the 
said rate.

At the sale the 
municipality may bid up to the mini- 
mum value placed thereon, and any 
lands offered for sale for which the 
minimum price has not been paid shall 
thereupon become the property of the 
municipality, subject to redemption. 
After lands have been vested in it the 
municipality may take proceedings to 
cancel the plan of any block or sub- 
division, to close streets and lanes and 
to dispose of the lands as acreage or 
farm lands. 

Power is given municipal councils to 
sell, lease or otherwise deal with fore- 
feited lands without the approval of 
the Minister ,and the Minister of Munl- 
cipal Affairs is given equally wide 
powers to deal with forfeited lands in 
improvement districts, The object of 
this is to have the lands sold and get 
them back on the tax roll as soon as 
possible. 

Respecting Subdivisions, 


An Act Respecting Subdivisions and 
Other Property is aiso of importance. | 
Under the act the commissioner was 
given power, upon notice to all parties 
Interested, to determine to what 
amount taxes In arrears might be re- 
duced and what amount or percentago 
should be paid from time to time and 
the time of such payment, and in case 
of default to transfer the title to the 
municipality, subject to any and all 
encumbrances. The amendment gives 
him power to tranafer the title free 
from all encumbrances, 

The Municipality Finances Commis- 
sion Act, which takes the place of an! 
Act to Amellorate the Financial Condl- 
tions of Municipalities, which has been 
repealed, gives a commissioner or com- 
missioners power, at the request of the 
Minister, or of any municipality, or of 
the holders of one-fourth in value of 
the amount of the bonded Indebtedness 
of any municipality to investigate the} 
financial affairs of the municipality, 
to consult with the representatives of 
the debenture holders and other credi- 
tors and any class or classes of rate- 
payers and to recommend some scheme | 
for the equitable settlement ofthe fin-| 
ancial affairs of the municipality. | 

Every recommendation shall become} 
jeffective and binding upon all parties) 
interested therein or affected thereby 
upon obtatning the consent ofthe hold- 
ers of three-fifths in value of the 
amount ofthe bonded indebtednese of 
the municipality ,and upon the same 
being approved by the lleutenant-gov- 
ernor in council. 

The lieutenant-governor {n council Is 
empowered to dismiss any councell fail- 
jing to discharge any financial lability 

of the municpality and to appoint an 
administrator of its affairs, with all the 
powers of a council and its appointed 
and elected officers, 

Another act affecting financial {n- 
terests generally is an amendment to 
the Judicature Ordinance, The Judi- 
cature Act and the Land Titles Act. 

Unless otherwise ordered by -the 
court or a judge, the judgment or 
order of the court in any action 
brought upon a mortgage of land shall 
provide that the amount adjudged or 
ordered to be paid by the defendant 
shall be realized in the-first instance 
pro tanto by @eale of the land mort- 
gaged; provided that the court or a 


judge may for good cause shown per-/ 


mit the plaintiff by order to realize 
the amount of his claim out of any 
other property of the defendant, and 
the court may make an order of injune~ 
tion or order for the appointment of 
a@ receiver in the action for the purpose 
of preventing the disposal by the de-| 
fendant or by any person to whom he) 
has transferred his property under cir- 
cumstances giving ground for the sus- 
picion that he has done so with the 
intent to defeat, hinder, delay, preju- 
dice or defraud his creditors or any of 
them of any or all of his property 
pending the result of realization of the 
property mortgaged ,and may vary, 
jamend or cancel such order or orders 
from time to time as may seem just, | 
or may order foreclosure instead of 
sale in proper case.
